cmtinued to defy the treaty after the 
arrival of the Philadelphia, Admiral 
Kautz summoned the various consuls 
aid the senior naval officers to a con- 
ference .on board the Philadelphia, 
•when the whole situation was careful"/ 
canvassed. The upshot was a resolu- 
tion to dismiss the provisional gov- 
ernment and Admiral Kautz issued a 
proclamation calling upon Mataafa and 
his chiefs to return to their homes, 
llataafa evacuated Mulinuu, the town 
he had made his headquarters, and 
vlent into the interior. 
JHerr Rose, the German consul at 
Apia, issued a proclamation supple- 
menting the one he had issued several 
weeks before, upholding the provis- 
ional government 
As a result of this 


trie Mataafans assembled in large force 
and hemmed in the town. The British 
cijuiser Royalist brought the Malietoa 
prisoners from the islands to which 
tKey had been transferred by the pro- 
visional government 
The Americans 


then .fortified Mulinuu, where 22,000 
Malietoans took refuge. 
The rebels— 


the adherents of Mataafa—barricaded 
tie roads within tbe municipality and 
skzed the British houses. 
;An ultimatum was then sent to them, 
ordering them to evacuate and threat- 
ening them, in the .event of refusal, 
with bombardment on March 15., This 
vras ignored and the rebels commenced 
an attack in the direction of tue United 
States and British consulates about 
half an tour before the time fixed for 
bombardment. The Philadelphia, Por- 
poise and Royalist opened fire upon 
tie distant villages. There was great 
difficulty in locating the enemy, owing 
to the dense fovest; but several shore 
villages were soon in flames. 
JA defective.shell from the Philadel- 
phia exploded near the American con- 
sulate, and. the marines outside nar- 
tdwly escaped. A fragment struck the 
lug of Private Rudge, shattering it so 
badly as to necessitate amputation. 
Another fragment traversed to tho 
German consulate, smashing the-crock- 
ery. The (?ermans then went on 'board 
the German cruiser Falke. 


During the night the rebels madn a 


hot attack on the town, killing three 
British sailors. A British marine was 
shot in the foot and an American sen- 
try was killed at his post. Tne bom- 
bardment continuing, the inhabitants 
of the town took refuge on board the 
Royalist, greatly crowding the vessel. 


WASHINGTON END. 


How the Samoan Affair It Regarded In 


Official Circles. 


Washington, March 30.—The deep- 


est interest attaches to the attitude of 
tbe German government in the Sam- 
fan outbreak. 


First apprehensions were felt that 


grave 
international 
complications 


might ensue. 
But those most inti- 


mately familiar with the latest official 
exchanges between Washington, Lon- 
don and Berlin did not take such a 
gloomy view of the outlook. The real 
crisis, from, an international stand- 
Point, occurred last week when this 
apprehended outbreak was discussed. 
Although relations wers greatly strain- 
td, it was possible to secure an un- 
derstanding which is said to make out 
that the break now reported will not 
cause a rupture in the relations be- 
tween the United States and Germany 
or between Great Britain and Germany. 


That some overt act would take plate 


has been apprehended for many days, 
but there was little idea it would take 
such a broad sweep and lead to such 
heavy loss of life. 
New elements of 


international danger have unexpectedlv 
arisen. 
These include the proclama- 


tion of the German consul. Rose, which 
it is believed tended to incite the 
Mataafa party to an open revolt; also 
the wounding and killing of British 
sailors and marines, the shooting - 
American sentry and the attacks on 
the several consulates.

Auckland, N. Z., March 30.—The 


troubles growing out o£ the election of 
a king of Samoa have taken a moro 
serious turn, according to advices from 
Asia, and resulted in the bombardment 
ofjnatives villages along the shore by 
tbj United States cruiser Philadelphia, 
Admiral Kautz commanding, aiid the 
British cruisers Porpoise and Royalist. 
Tie bombardment has continued inter- 
mittently for eight days. 
Several vil- 


lages have been burned and there have 
been a number of casualties among the 
American and British 
sailors and 


marines. 
As yet it is impossible to 


estimate the number of natives killed 
01 injured. 


'As Mataafa and his chiefs, consti- 


tuting the provisional government, 
continued to defy the treaty after the 
arrival of the Philadelphia, Admiral 
Kkutz summoned the various consuls 
aid the senior naval officers to a con- 
ference on board the 
Philadelphia, 


•when the whole situation was careful'y 
canvassed. The upshot was a resolu- 
tion to dismiss the provisional gov- 
ernment and Admiral Kautz issued a 
proclamation calling upon Mataafa and 
bis chiefs to return to their homes. 
Kataafa evacuated Mulinuu, the town 
he had made his headquarters, and 
v.'ent into the interior. 


[Herr Rose, the German consul at 


Apia, issued a proclamation supple- 
menting the one he had issued several 
weeks before, upholding the provis- 
ional government 
As a result of this 


the Mataafans assembled in large force 
and hemmed in the town. The British 
cijuiser Royalist brought the Malietoa 
prisoners from the islands to which 
tley had been transferred by the pro- 
visional government 
The Americans 


then .fortified Mulinuu, where 22,000 
Malietoans took refuge. 
The rebels— 


the adherents of Mataafa—barricaded 
tie roads within the municipality and 
saized the British houses. 


'An ultimatum was then sent to them, 


ordering them to evacuate and threat- 
ening them, in the event of refusal, 
with bombardment on March 15.. This 
vcas ignored and the rebels commenced 
an attack in the direction of tae United 
States and British consulates about 
half an hour before the time fixed for 
bpmbardment. The Philadelphia, Por- 
ppise and Royalist opened fire upon 
tie distant villages. There was great 
difficulty in locating the enemy, owing 
to the dense forest; but several shore 
villages were soon In flames. 
[A defective.shell from the Philadel- 
phia exploded near the American con- 
sulate, and the marines outside nar- 
rowly escaped. A fragment struck the 
leg of Private Rudge, shattering it so 
badly as to necessitate amputation. 
Another fragment traversed to the 
German consulate, smashing the-crock- 
ery. The (?ermans then went on 'board 
the German cruiser Falke. 


During the night the rebels made a 


hot attack on the town, killing three 
British sailors. A British marine was 
shot in the foot and an American sen- 
try was killed at his post. Tne bom- 
bardment continuing, the inhabitants 
of the town took refuge an board the 
Royalist, greatly crowding the vessel.

•WASHINGTON END. 


Bow the Sanioan Affair !• Regarded In 


Official Circles. 


Washington, March 30.—The deep- 


est interest attaches to the attitude of 
the German government in the Sam- 
can outbreak. 


First apprehensions were felt that 


grave 
international 
complications 


might ensue. 
But those most inti- 


mately familiar with the latest official 
exchanges between Washington, Lon- 
don and Berlin did not take such a 
gloomy view of the outlook. The real 
crisis, from an international stand- 
point, occurred last week when this 
apprehended outbreak was discussed. 
Although relations were greatly strain- 
ed, it was possible to secure an un- 
derstanding which is said to make out 
that the break now reported will not 
cause a rupture in the relations be- 
tween the United States and Germany 
or between Great Britain and Germany. 


That some overt act would take plate 


has heen apprehended for many days, 
but there was littie idea it would take 
such a broad sweep and lead to such 
heavy loss of life. 
New elements of 


international danger have unexpectedly 
arisen. 
These include the proclama- 


tion of the German consul. Rose, which 
it is believed tended to incite the 
Mataafa party to an open revolt; also 
the wounding and killing of British 
sailors and marines, the shooting : 
American santry and the attacks on 
the several consulates.

Description of a Trip from 


Portsmouth to El Paso. 


Dr. fWm. R. BnrgeiB Writes an In- 


eating Letter tb the Times—The 


Portsmouth People in Texas. 


El Paso, Texas, March 23, 99. 


Ed. Times:—Agreeably to request, 


I will write you a short 
description 


of my trip here. I left Kansas City 
March 7th and arrived here on the 
•9th, the distance being about twelve 
hundred miles Many tilings en route 
were of interest to ire, the first thing 
being the prefectly level land stretch- 
ing out as far as the eye could see, 
and the soil perfectly black. On the 
morning of the first day we came in 
sight of mountains. The air is very 
light, and mountains that seemed 
only a mile away were, I am told, 
fully lifby milos away, persons being 
able to'see a great distance in 'this 
high altitude. The mountainslspeak 
of are the Raton range of the old 
Rockies. 
When we reached the tun- 


uel, Raton tunnel,'almost every pas- 
senger felt the change o( 
climate. 


Indeed all day we had been feeling 
the effects of the high altitude, for 
we had been going up at the rate of 
thirty feet to the mile, ^so when we 
reached the high altitude of 7,022 
feet above the 
sea level we were 


beathing rather fast, but after pass- 
ing through the tunnel, a distance of 
five miles, we began to descend. 
We 


passed during the afternoon a high 
point on the mountains, and on that 
point stands a monument that marks 
the'resting place of a man, who fifty 
years before he died, had stood' on 
this spot and 
defended 
himself 


against a band of Indians and thus 
saved his life. Before he died he dug 
a grave for himself out of [solid rock 
and requested that after death he be 
laid to rest on the mountain. This 
was Scout Simpson, noted 
Indian 


fighter of the West, and the place 
marked by his moument is called 
'Simpson's 
rest." 
The 
houses 


through New Mexico and Colorado 
were very interesting to me as the 
most I saw wers made of mud. 
These mud houses, or adobes, are of 
two kinds. 
The sod of'the first are! 


made by mixing mud, straw and 
water, making a kind 
uf mortar. 


This is moulded into cakes, twelve by 
fourteen inches, and laid in the Man 
to dry. They get almost as hard as 
brick. They are laid the same' as 
brick and make a.good house for a 
dry-climate like this. 
After 
the 


houses are put up they can be plastered 
iaside and outside, making quite at- 
tractive hcmes. 
The old houses, 


many of which still stand on the 
ranches along the way, are made by 
cutting the sod a yard long. These 
are laid one on top of the other until 
the house is finished But the old sod 
house in the West is almost a thing 
of the past. 
All, the Portsmouth
